Nobody has as yet undertaken to en-
timata the number of chiggers that
et busy in these regions, when they
kave the chance, during a hot and
dry =pell. It would seem safe to =ug-
gest, though, that there sre as many
cures for chigger Dbites as there are
chiggers,

And most of them that are tried are
found wanting.

Once the chigger fastens himsealf on
his favorite fruit, he seems immune
from destruction until he has stuffed
himself to death with the homan
fiesh that the eannibals also relish be-
cause it is so sweet.

However, the chigger wvictim will
try anvthing once and a million air-
ferent things, if he can hear about
them, In search of rellef from his tar-
rible sufferingm.

And so sald vietim will probably
he delighted to know that the experts
of the federal department of agricul-
ture have evolved some chigger reme-
dien, which, of ccurse; wure belng
passed out fres to & long-suffering
publle.

Nor |s there any reason why thess
remedies should not be the real thing.

remedies are necessary.

After irritation has set in and small
red spots appear the application of a
moderately strong solution of am-
monia to the affected parts ia rec-
ommended.

A supersaturated solution of bLlcar-

bonate of soda or common eooking

soGa or saleratus will afford reliefl
Liberal applications should be mado
until the irritation subsides

if the suffering !s severe. a dllute
tincture of jodine or collodion should
be lightly appiied.

And there you are. There's the ex-
pert and also expensive advice In the
premises,

Of course, if 2!l or none of thesa
remedies work cout, the peopls, the
chigger viotims, and their number is
legion. will be pardoned should they
rise In thelr righteous wrath and de-
mand a complete overhauling of the
United States department of agricul-
ture, even If it be deemel necessary
tc put & new administration in power
at Washington =0 thai such an
Augean stable of inefficiency may be
properly cleansed.
